SUBJECT $ 16 June Comments of Mr. Friedman 



In his conversation with Colonel Pavia and Captain McDonald 
on the afternoon of 16 June 1955, Hr. Friedman made the following 
specific cocwcmtet 

1. Xu regard to the Hagelin negotiation#, the correspondence 
has been carried on in a personal Manner, but with official cogni- 
sance, free and to Hr* Friedaeui'a ham address on personal stationery, 
with plain stamped envelopes. In the event of appearance of official 
XBA. envelopes in smell town European postoffices, undesirable atten- 
tion to the situation night result.

ft* On hie last trip to England and with ntRHSA's cognisance, 

Hr. Friedman discussed (with Eric Jones) the availability to the 
COM!*? business of several British subjeota who were WWII experts 
but a re n ow in Universities or business and are not currently used 
in COMIST. The idea was that perhaps sene of these former experts 
could be used to advantage by OCHQ in a consultative research 
capacity, and possibly with U.8. financial assistance. Dr, Aobertaon 
(flSAfiAB and Scientific Advisor to SHAPE) had told Mr. Friedwen that 
HEAP lavs permit transfer of funds for such purposes. 

In addition, it might be possible to get three or four of 
these experts to take a year or so leave of absence a&d work for 
USA. 

There were personal pertinent cables between Mrs Friedman 
and General Canine at the time.
